OWNER'S MANUAL — PIsass read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack 8-Diglt LCD Dual-Powered Pocket Calculator can op- 
erate from two different power sources so you can use it almost any- 
where. Your calculator's built-in solar panel provides power when you 
expose the calculator to light. When there is not enough light, the sup- 
plied internal battery provides power. 

Eight Large Digits — make calculations easy to read. 

Four-Function Memory — saves important subtotals. 

+/- Key — changes the sign of the displayed number. 


3. Add as many zeros to the right of the number as there were digits 
to the left of the decimal point. 

For example, if the calculator displays £ iniHSOBH the approximate an- 
swer is 101 ,420,640. If the calculator displays £ 319.10341, the approxi- 
mate answer is 31 ,970,347,000. 

CALCULATION EXAMPLES 

Basic Arithmetic 


TURNING ON THE CALCULATOR 

To turn on the calculator, press ON/C. 

To dearths calculator for the next entry, press ON/C again. 0. appears. 
Notes: 

• Your calculator automatically turns off about 6 to 8 minutes after 
you make the last entry. 


Mixed Caicuiations 


• Your calculator loses any pending calculations when it automati- 
cally turns off. 

CORRECTING ENTRY ERRORS 

If you enter an incorrect number, press CE once. Then enter the cor- 
rect number and proceed with your calculation. 

Note: Be sure to press CE to correct entry errors. Pressing ON/C clears 
all caicuiations and 0 appears. 

If you enfer an incorrect function key (+, -, x, or -r), simply press the 
correct function key and continue. 

CALCULATION ERRORS 

£ (error) appears on the lower left corner of the display when: 

• A calculation result exceeds eight digits (an overflow error — see 
“Estimating Calculation Results" ). 

• A memory calculation exceeds eight digits (the memory contents 
remain unchanged). 

• You try to divide by 0. 

• You try to calculate the square root of a negative number. 

If £ appears, press ON/C to clear the error. 

Estimating Caicuiation Resuits 

If you perform a calculation that results in an overflow error, you might 
be able to estimate the correct result (to eight significant digits) by fol- 
lowing this procedure. 

1. Count the number of digits displayed to the left of the decimal 

2. Remove the decimal point.

Memory Caicuiations 

To store a value in memory, frst press MRC (memory recall) twice to 
clear the memory, then press ON/C to clear all calculations. 


REPLACING THE BATTERY 

Although your calculator uses solar power most of the time, the back- 
up battery eventually weakens and needs replacing. Replace the calcu- 
lator's battery with a fresh 389A battery (not supplied). We recommend 
a RadioShack alkaline battery. 



Warnings: 

• Keep batteries out of reach of children. Swallowing a button-cell 
battery can be fatal. 

• Always dispose of an old battery promptly and properly. 


To add a value to the current memory value, enter the number or cal- * Do not burn the battery, 
culation, then press M+. The calculator totals the current calculation, 

and adds that value to memory. SPECIFICATIONS 


To subtract a value from the current memory value, enter the number 
or calculation, then press M-. The calculator totals the current calcula- 
tion, then subtracts that value from memory. 

To recall the value from memory, press MRC.

CARE 

Keep the calculator dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the calculator only in normal temperature environments. Handle 
the calculator carefully; do not drop it. Keep the calculator away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it look- 

Modifying or tampering with the caiculator's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If your calcula- 
tor is not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store 
for assistance.
